everybody said. And now it shows up 
universally recognized 
as the 
most 
alive, the most real, tile most impor­ 
tant thing in America. 
And nobody 
pretends any more that it makes any 
difference whether it acts as a separ­ 
ate party, under its own name, or as 
an organized movement, to control and 
act through the traditional party sys­ 
tem. 
For instance, the San 
Francisco 
Examiner yesterday said: 
“None will deny, alter their great 
showing on election day. that the Pro­ 
gressives are at present invincible in 
California, and are strong 
and 
are 
gaining 
strength 
throughout 
the 
Union.” 
And yet the Progressive party, as 
such, on election day, made neither a 
"great” nor any other showing. 
For­ 
mally, it appears to have merely in­ 
dorsed 
a 
winning candidate and to 
have elected one or two minor legisla­ 
tive candidates. 
Hut 
substantially, 
everyone knows, and tile Examiner 
clearly acknowledges, that it was the 
Progressives who, by the vote of Cali- 
lornitt, are continued in 
power and 
demonstrated to he the ‘ invincible” 
majority of the state. 
Thp eastern papers, commenting on 
the result of tile election, nearly all 
make the same concession, in one form 
or another. 
They refer to the "new 
sectionalism." or to the new center 
of gravity of American politics, and 
concede that it is for the Progressives 
to determine tile future public life of 
the nation. The Wilson papers claim 
that in the election of Wilson Progres- 
sivism lias already 
won. 
while 
the 
Hughes papers agree that the only 
Republican victory possible in 1920 is 
a Progressive victory. 
No one now 
refers to the Progressive revolt of 1912 
as a blunder or a fizzle. The derisive 
comments of 1914 are conspicuous by 
their absence. 
Only a few papers, 
like the Los Angeles Times, seem to 
regard Progressivism as still a freak 
delusion, and the Literary Digest re­ 
fers to the Times’ exceptional view as 
(barged "with a bitterness that out­ 
siders may find it hard to understand." 
The 
reason, of course, is 
plain

Old Hadley, a beautiful New England town, situated upon the oa.-t bank of the Connecticut "River some 
twenty miles north of Springfield, Mass., was a center of great activity during tile stirring days of King 
Philip’s Indian wars. 
On Sept. I,.1675, while at worship in tile village meeting liouse, the inhabitants of Old 
Hadley were surprised by an attack upon their settlement bv a horde of Indians. 
Abandoning worship, they seized their arms and rushed out to defend their homes, hut the suddenness of 
the attack found them utterly demoralized. 
When the confusion was at its height there suddenly appeared 
in their midst an unknown man of grave and elderly bearing, who at once took command of the situation, 
issued orders, rallied the defenders and in short order routed the redskins from the town. 
Then, as sud­ 
denly as he had appeared, did the stranger effect his removal from tho scene, and his identity for many years 
remained a comparative mystery. 
It was later established that the deliverer of Hadley was General William Goffo, one of the three living 
regicides of Charles I. and for whose head a liberal bounty was offered. After years of pursuit from place to 
f 
lace he found safe hiding under tile hospitable roof of Pastor John Russel of the OM Hadley congregation, 
t is believed that after his spectacular deliverance of the Hadley settlers he remained still undiscovered in 
the Russel household until his death some five years later.
